No. Ch,(l)-n(130)/60.— In their Resolution Np. ChCD^UTDI/sg, dated the 27th 
November, 1959. the Government oI India had Inter alia announced fair ex-works 
celling prices ol various varieties of paper and paper board to take effect from 1st 
Jauary, I960. 

The manufacturers of paper have represented that these prices should be 
Increased on account of various factors leading to a higher coat ol production. Alter 
considering all relevant aspects it has been decided to give an ad hoc increase of 
6 (six! nP. per kilogram for all the varieties of paper, On this basis the prices 
for the various varieties of paper have now been fixed as under;
